The 
discriminating duties have been established and 
strongly insisted upen: it is accomplishing | 
much to have them reduced at once three- 
fourths of their amount, with a provision for 
their gradual but total extinction. 

The eighth article allows one year for the 
exchange of ratifications. This is to allow 
time for the President to submit the treaty to 
the Senate at their ordinary session for ratiii- 
cation. 

The first “ separate article” will embrace 
but a small class of cases. The amount to be 
refunded is unimportani, and the principle of 
this article, as of all the others, is reciprocity. 

The second “ separate article” materially 
changes the face of the Treaty, limiting the 
discriminating duty to the excess of importation 
into each country. Thus modified, the dis- 
criminating duty itself would be inoperative, or 
sv much so as not to be seriously felt by either

THE FRENCH TREATY. 


We had in our last the satisfaction to lay be- 


fore our readers the Treaty lately concluded, 
in this city, between the Secretary of State | 
and the Minister ef France ; and we now pro- 
pose briefly to examine its contents. 
~ The first and second articles limit the amount -

Luxar Vorcanors. Dr. Olbers observed cn 
the 5th of last February, the phenomenon, which 
some philosophers have attributed to volcanoes 
in the moon. He declared that he never per- 
ceived it more distinctly. The spot called Aris- 
tarchus, threw out a very vivid light, and ap- 
peared like a star ef the 6th magnitude, placed 
on the north east of the moon. The evening of 
the 6th unhappily was not so fine as that of the 


preceding day, and Dr. O. conid not pursue his 


observations, but the English journals announce 


that Capt. Kater had made on the 7th of Feb. a 
report to the Royal Society of London, in which 
he affirms that he had sec> a lunar volcano in 
actual eruption. Dr, Olbers thinks that the oh- 


servations of Capt. K. coincide exactly with his 


own, but he differs from him with respect to 
the cause. 


_ Hie does not admit the existence of 
a volcano in the moon; he thinks that the phe- 
nomenon, which Capt. K. regards as such, is 
produced by the reflection of the li¢ht cast by 
the earth on the open immense rocks of a 
smooth surface, situated on the part of the 
moon called Aristarchus. Shontd these rocks, 
says Dr. O.. send back only a tenth part of the 
light, which they receive from the earth, (our 
mirrors return one half of the incident light) 
the effect would be equal to a star of the sixth 
magnitude. It is in this way that Dr. Olbers ac- 
counts for our always seeing those spots in the 
same place, and also why they do not show 
themecives at each lunation. Gn the 6th of 
Mirch, Dr. Olbers conid distinctly see all the | 
spots of the moon; Grimaldi, Copernicus, Kep- 
ler, Manidius, &c.

MEXICO. 
From the Charleston Mercurs. 

_Mexico having grown tired of a foreign 
King, has parted with him fora domestic Em- 
peror.. The tite of her aboriginal sovereign, 
which was abrogated by Spain, is restored 
when Spain has ceased to rule in America. 
Republican plainness and modesty of title do 
not accord with the wealth of the posscssors of 
gold and siiver mines—they would display 
their riches in the expensive pomp and show 
of Imperial magnificence. 

We may expect to see Pern follow the ex- 
ample. The Inca is a captivating title in that 
country, and is, to this day, revered by the 
natives. 

Titles and Sovereigns, some how or other 
multiply in the world novwitastanding the ten- | 
dency of the age 1s said to be towards republic- 
anise. The French revolution. which threat- 
ened to beat down aii coronets and crowns, 
finished by increasing theie number. There 
are more crowned heads in Lurope, at this day, 
than there were forty years ago.—Four Ger- 
man Flectorates have been exatted into King- | 
doms--and but one monarchy haz become ex- | 
tinct--that of Poland. Our neighbours to the 
South have began the work of royalty in Am- | 
erica, and others may be seduced by the en- 
snaring example, 

Perhaps this step was necessary in Mexico. | 
From the begiuning, the revolution in that 
country kad no appearance of settling down in 
a republican system of government. The pro- 
positions submitted to the Spanish court, show- 
ed at once, that a Sovereign was not, as such, 
the object cf their aversion, but that they de- 
sired a resideut Sovereign. This wish is now 
gratiticd. 

If Iturbide be possessed of the qualities that 
fit him jor a ruler--if he be wise and vigor- 
ous—ifhe be of sufficient pre-eminence above 
others to cause them to be satisfied with his 
elevation, und carries his title with the modes- 
ty that becomes hin, he may unite the hearts’ 
of the Mexicans to him, and reader them as 
happy as,perhaps,their present situation makes 
it possible for themto be. In all changes 
of this nature,.every thing depends upon the 
personal qualities of the individual, who is rais- 
ed, to such a vast height, above those who 
were once his equals. 

Should tiere be, however, one or more ri- 
val familics in Mexico, whose pride is morti- 
fied and whose envy is excited by these ho- 
nours given to Iturbide ; or should there be a 
strong party, in that country, inclined to a re- 
publican form of government, the day of trou- 
ble and cor{usion is not far distant. The Em. 
peror has seized upon a tempting but a danger- 
ous prize—-he may fall beneath its weight, and 
perish himself and plunge his countrymen into 
fatal wars by his ambition.

The Memoirs of the Duc De Lauzun have 
experienced the success that mght have beep 
expected for a book containing abundance of 
scandal—a subject in which the French public, 
and particularly the Parisians, love to indulge. 
In this respect, however, all great cities are 
alike, for, as the ingenious La Rouchefoucalt 
remarked, there is always something in the 
misfortune of others that does not absolutely, 
displease us. Thus, though every one pro- 
nounced the Memoirs of Eiron to be an infamous 
book, yet the first edition was speedily exhaust- 
ed and a second published. With regard to 
the manuscripts of these Memoirs, it has been 
kgown for some years past that two or three:

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BANKS IN MASSACHUSETTS. : 

Since our last, the Abstract of the Returns of 
the Banks to the Legislature has been publish- 
ed in the State Paper. An explanatory remark 
“appears in a subsequent column of the paper, 


cautioning the reader to guard against any mis- | 


takes that might occur by not adding to the 
amount of gold and silver in the vaults of each 
bank the deposites it may have in other banks, 
as exhibited in the last column of the Abstract. 
These deposites in other banks, and about 
which such a parade is made in relation to the 
Suffolk Bank, are merely the balances of ac- 
counts, which are varying in amount every day. 
For instance, each of the banks in Boston re- 


ceives the-bills of others, and, at convenient | 


periods, exchanges are made. Thus, the City 
Bank might take in 2000 dollars in bilis of the 
Boston Bank, send them to the Boston Bank, 
receive 1000 dollars, in its own bills, and be 

- credited on the books for the other thousand. 
The next day, perhaps, the Boston Bank, hav- 
ing received the same sum in City Bank bitls, 
pays off the balance of 1000 dollars, and obtains 
a like credit at the City Bank. And this, we 
take it, is an explanation of the whole mystery 
of “ deposites in other banks.”

What is ineant 
by “ 5,700 in checks,” placed to the credit of 
the Phenix Bank, and the “ 22,000 in spec.”

TOBACTO. 

We have had on hand several weeks Doctor 
Waterhause’s Lecture on the evil tendency ct 
the use of Tobacco. Other engagements have 
prevented our not:cing it. It is, no doubt, re- 
collected by many, that the first edition of this 
Lecture was published in 1805; that it has gone 
ikrvugh several editions in various places—and 
has been translated, we believe, into, at least, 
one foreign language. The author has lately 
published an edition, to which he has pretixed 
some preliminary observations, and a number of 
letters, occasioned by its first appearance. We 
extract the two following from the late Gov. 
Sullivan, being all for which we now have 


room. Some passages from the Lecture will 
be given hereafter. 


Fron Governor Sullivan to Doctor Waterhouse. 
; Boston, 2d March, 1605. 
Sir, 

I thank you for your politeness in sendine me 
acepy of your Lecture, delivered in our uni- 
versity, against the use of tobacco. [have been 
much entertained with the production: and find 
that it has gained the attention of the rational!

When I was a boy, I longed, with great im- 
patience, to be old enough to hold the tube of 
wisdom, and puff the smoke of science; for | 
then saw the pipe connected with the mouths 
of judges, esquires, lawyers, clergymen, and 
physicians. When I arrived nearly to aduit 
years, I anticipated the appearance of manhood, 
by commencing smoker ; and, while a student 
in a lawyer’s office, was a greatone.

On the Doctrine of EvectaricaL INrivence, in the 

Atmosphere, as a Preventirve of YELLow Fever 

Having learned, from various sources, that 
the doctrine of Electrical Influence, which 
has been founded on the fact, that the most 
powerful agent for preventing Yellow Fever is 
the Exectric Fivw (lightning with thunder.) 
as advanced by me in year 1317, and which 
has been since published in a volume of Essays, 
has excited considerable interest among the 
learned ; and that, unfortunately, from a mista- 
ken conception of the principles upen which

3d. That the Yellow Fever is caused by a 
specific gaseovs poison, or compound infection, 
originating from the union of septon and azore, 
or the effuvia of putrid vegetable and animal 
substances ; that, although these guses are al- 
Ways present in the atmosphere of cities, es- 
pecially in and near the tropics, they are rot 
capable of exerting their deleterious influence, 
during the existence of an Electrical equitibri- 
um ; nor until the equilibrium is impaired by 
Excessive MOISTURE, Or moisture combined with 
heat. that then. and then only, they are capable 
of producing Fevers of high grades, and, among 
them, Yeliow Fever. 

di. That, although there may be much 
thunder and lightning, tf there happen, at the 
@aine time, to exist much moisture or moisture 
and heat oombincd--that is, it, along with the 
thunder and lightning, there are cotempora- 
neous torrents or showers of rain, it cannot be 
new te men of science, that the Electric Fluid 
4s conducted from the atmosphere to the earth 
by the rain, which is 2 powertul conductor of 
Flectricity, and the intluence of the fluid is, 
from this circumstance, only momentary ; since. 
Rotwithstending the occurrence of repeated 
concussions of thunder and lightaing, the ex- 
cessive raia. by its conducting property, pre- 
Wents the restoration of an Liectrical Fqui- 
librium, on which depends the health of the 
atmosphere. 

To explain this studi turthe r, we only have 
to consider the action cf two contending bedies 
—ihus : 

The Electric Tluid, when in equilibrio in 
the atmosphere, isthe powerful agent of na- 
ture for preventng bypedemic Fevers of the 
Typheus kind, and tor supporting the health of 
ail nature. 

The ximospherical causes of these Fpice- 
mics has been shown to be a spreific gaseuus 
paisa, that always exists in cities, particularly 
those in and nearithe tropics. These gases 
would excite Fevers ofan almost perpetual du- 
Fation, if it were not tor the quantity of Eiec- 
tricity in the air, But whenever there exists 
a cause capacic Of impairing the egulibrium, 
and thus preducing a deficicnt Electricity, in 
the atme-phere, this cause, added to the fore- 
Going, gives an auvantage tothe gaseous poison ; 








, 


which is now capable ot exerting its deleteri- 
ous influence te that degree which is produce 
tive of Yellow Fever. The most powerful! an- 
tagonist to an E’ectrical Equiibrium is Motsr- 
tre; and I request that it be burne in mind, 
that in those yeirs in which there is an Flec- 
trical Equlibrium, ter: does not, nor cannot 
exist, an Epidemic Yellow tever.—But in 
these yeare that are eze@essrvely wet, as there 
coes not, not cannot exist an Electrical Pquilib- 
fium, notwithstancing there may have been 
much thunder an! lightniug. Yellow Fever 
may and does presv.l as an Epideinic. 

Wienever more t .an ordinary exevtions are 
required to colleci thuid trom an E’ectrical 
machine, we may be certain thet there is a de- 
ficient Flectricity in the atmosphere ; 
cont.nuance ef this deficiency to the summer 
and fall months is strongly indicative of the oc- 
currence of Yellow Fever. 

And, at whatever period of the season, the 
Niectric Equilibrium is restored by thunder and 
Ruhinong, the declension of the Fever is the ai- 
most ammediate consequence ; and thus the 
doctrine of the Electrical Influence, as advanc- 
ed in my Essays, is supported Ly Facts that 
have invariably occurred, ever since the first 
records of the country ;--and the foregoing in- 
ferences are fairly to be deduced from the doc- 
trine as explained in the Essays to the atien- 
tive perusal of which the reader is respectiul- 
jy invited and referred.
